at the same time plans of action and 
mobilization such as might be em­ 
ployed by the commander of a great 
lighting force. 
It is the aim of (Tie Red Cross to 
be at the scene of disaster before the 
smoke has cleared or the ruins have 
settled. 
Every means of transporta- 
! tion and communication are utilized 
to accelerate the arrival of relief, 
Reach Into Each Hamlet 
Quick action in disasters is made 
possible 
by 
careful 
organization, 
reaching from National Headquarters 
here into practically every county of 
every state. 
Rod Cross Chapters, of 
tt'hich there are nearly 3,600, main­ 
tains committees on Disaster Relief 
| with subcommittees on food, shelter, 
I clothing and medical aid. 
Lists are 
kept of public halls available for use 
, us 
hospitals, 
or 
other 
purposes, 
j names 
and 
addresses 
of 
capable 
workers and locations of supplies of 
food, clothing, bedding and medicine. 
Behind the chapter organization, 
covering a larger area, lie the re­ 
sources of the 
Red Cross Branch 
Offices and 
National Headquarters. 
When disaster strikes, the chapter 
committee on relief goes immediately 
into action, the Chairman always noti­ 
fying the Branch 
Office, giving an 
estimate of the number of dead, in­ 
jured, homeless, 
houses 
destroyed, 
families affected and stating the kind 
of relief most needed. 
Nurses Quickly Assemble 
Similarly, Red Cross nurses are 
quickly mobilized. Each state has its 
nursing committee and sub-commit­ 
tees with 
lists of nurses, 
their ad­ 
dresses and telephone numbers. Those 
nearest are rushed to the stricken 
community. 
Branch offices are located at San 
I- ranciseo and 
St. Louis, National 
Headquarters 
serving
